The stock thus 
bought will be held by the Comptroller General on the Depositor’s account, the 
interest thereon, less a commission of one-quarter per cent., being added to his 
deposit, on advice from the Comptroller General, and entered in his Deposit 
Book, the first time that it is subsequently presented. Stock held on account 
of a Depositor will, on his written request, be sold, and the proceeds added 
to his Deposit, or, if he desires it, will be converted into notes and delivered 
to him.
